Spiral of Wage Increases for: 


County Workers

The county’s elective officials 
have won their fight to get a sec- 
ond step increase in pay with the 
start of the new term in January 
of next year. 

The board of supervisors had 
followed the Kroeger salary study 
report and allowed only small rais- 
es, but three days later the pres- 
sure was so great, they gave in and 
gave a second step. 

The increases are only a minor 
part of the county’s salary budget 
and the boosts will merely add an 
eighth of one cent to the tax rate. 


| The newest step will give most of- 


ficials a boost of about $1400 a 
year on the average, but as usual, 
the ones in the lowest brackets 
took the worst of it. We will not 
question the new values placed on 
the county positions. They are un- 
doubtedly in line with those paid 
in other counties of similar size 
and in line with similar executive 
jobs in private business. 

The alarming part of the pic- 
ture is what it will do to the 
schedules of the county’s some 
1400 employees, who are still 
waiting for Civil Service Com- 
mission action on their sched- 
ules. With the “bosses” getting 
cuch nice boosts, it is natural 
they will expect the same treat- 
ment. 

While the new raises for the el- 
ective officials put them well out 
in front of their chief deputies 
and other CS job holders, don’t ex- 
pect this condition to remain in ef- 
fect for long. It won’t be any time 
at all before some of the other em- 
ployes start passing a few of the 
elective officials again. 

We refer in particular to the 
personnel secretary, the secretary 
of the planning commission and 
probably others. These heads of 
county services are not going to sit 
idly by and be shoved around. By 
past experience, they will find sym- 
pathizing ears on the commission. 

The matter of salary schedules 
in our governmental setups is.a 
wild merry-go-round, for sure. 

First the federal bureau recom- 
mends a boost, then follows the 
state. The counties are right be- 
hind and then the cities fall in line. 

~We don’t blame these people 
for seeking all they can get; that 
is human nature. But for the 
jobs being done and some of the 
job slackers, the scales are get- 
ting out of hand. All we have to 
do is watch the year-to-year jump 
in the salary budget and see this 
cost reflected in the tax rate. 
Incidentally, have you scraped 
up your cash for your second 
property tax bill now due? 

We remember a few years ago 
when the superior court judges 
were set up as the county’s top 
officials. That they may still be, 
but tlie salary scale doesn’t show it. 

Despite raises for other person- 
nel last year, the judges were the 
forgotten people. It is just possible 
that they will be remembered by 
the state legislature this year to 
bring their pay checks back in line 
with other top men. 

And speaking of raises, don’t 
look for the board of supervisors 
to get a boost real soon. The earli- 
est possible would be 1960 and a 
lot can happen before then.

with a purple eye marking and 
they are cup shaped, single, double 
or small in clusters. The plant it- 
self may grow anywhere from 
three feet to 20 feet: some varie 
ties make fine foundation plant- 
ings while the tal! growing ones 
can be grown as espaliers. Mock 
orange shrubs will adapt them- 
selves to most soils. They can be 
grown in sun and in cool summer 
areas, but require partial shade 
in hot summer locales. 


Viburnums divide themselves 
into several categories; decidu- 
ous, evergreen, fragrant and 
non-fragrant. There are some 30 
varieties available to the heme 
gardener and one of the best 
known is the viburnum carlesi, 
slow growing, deciduous, with 
gray green foliage that turns red 
in the fall, and fragrant light 
pink flowers blooming in early 
spring. A popular viburnum in 
the southern part of the state, 
viburnum fragrans is also decid- 
uous and its fragrant pink flow- 
ehs bloom early in spring. A new 
variety, viburnum bodnantense, 
has attractively !arge and fra- 
grant pink blooms. Viburnums 
can be grown as foundation 
shrubs, small trees or accent 
plants. Cultural requirements 
and adaptability vary according 
to variety. Your nurseryman will 
help you in the proper selection 
and care of your viburnums.

In 1895, the old Kuck hotel was 
destroyed by flames. 

The hotel burned in one of the 
biggest fires Menlo Park had ex- 
perienced up to that time; the 
blaze started small and grew big, 
beeause there wasn’t any fire pro- 
tection in the area. 

A picture which qualifies as one| 
otf the best news photos ever taken 
in Menlo Park shows neighbors, 
guests, and members of the hotel 
staff tossing furnishings out of 
the buiiding, which stood at Oak 
Grove avenue and the Southern 
Pacific tracks, because everybody 
knew that, although the building 
wasn’t entirely in flames, it soon 
would be. 

There was no way to stop any 
fire of major proportions. 

The 1890’s had seen the or: 
ganization of a volunteer fire de- 
partment, but the citizen fire- 
men didn’t have too much to 

work with. Although there was 
a. water system in the village of 
Menlo Park itself, there was no 
way of getting water at-any “out 
of town” spots where a fire 
might occur. 

The volunteers of that day did- 
n't have much to work with. A 
bucket brigade was about all they 
could bring to bear as a firefight- 
ing weapon. 

Whether or not the Kuck hotel | | 
fire acted as a stimulus, it wasn’t | 
until 1900 that the volunteers got 


a hose wagon which served until | }: 


motorized equipment was acquired | 
in 1916. 

The hose cart was quite an ad-| 
vance and, to house it, the volun- | 
teers built a house which stood | 
next to the Southern Pacific de- 
pot facing Merrill street.

men. 
The hose wagon, too, got public 
attention. 
Fire District Chief George Car- 


ter recalls that there were two ex- || 
pressmen in town, each of whom 


maintained position near the de- 
pot. Whenever a fire was reported, 
the bell was rung and the express- 
men would race for the hose wa- 


gon house—for the good and suffi-! | 
cient reason that the first one to 
“hook up” was given $5 for drag- 


ging the hose wagon to the fire. 

Volunteers, meanwhile, would 
tumble out of houses and stores 
in the neighborhood and catch the 
wagon as ot raced by on its way to 
the fire. 

The San Francisco earthquake 
of 1906, which spells a sort of an 
end to Nabob Days, didn’t end ac- 
tivities of the volunteer firemen. 

In fact, it added to their stature; 


the San Mateo County Times- Ga-'} 


zette reports that although dam- 
age was. light, the Menlo Park vol-; 
unteers had. enough prestige to be 
able to warn the public to light 
no fires until chimneys were in- 
spected and found to be safe.

Familiar to older. residents was 
the famous Menlo Park gate, 
shown in silhouette at left, which 
marked the entrance to the area’s 
first ranch—the original Menlo 
Park Ranch established in 1854 by 
Dennis J. Oliver and D. C. Mc- 
Glynn. 

The gate, built shortly after that 
year, stood at about Menlo avenue 
and Doyle street, facing the west 
side of El Camino Real. 

The old El Camino—the “King’s 
Highway’—at that time swung 
slightly to the west of its present 
location, crossing San Francisquito 
creek about where the Allied Arts 
now stands. | 

Oliver and McGlynn named 
their place ater Menlough, Coun- 
ty Galway, Ireland, their original 
home. 

The ranch they operated consist- 
ed of some 1600 acres and it was- 
n't the only ranch in the area very 
long: by 1860, all the land in what 
is now Menlo Park, which had} 
once been a part of the old Spanish 
Rancho de las Pulgas, had been 
taken up by newer settlers. 

Oliver and McGlynn’s gate fea- 
tured the name, “Mento Park,” on 
its central arch and the names of 
the ‘two ranchers on the smaller 
- ones. 

The gate lasted until 1923, when 
it was knocked down as the result | 
of an auto accident. By that time 
it had fallen into disrepair and it 
was not felt worth while to recon- 
struct it.

Present Menlo Park “Dope Stands 
As Relic of Those Bygone Days 


The Southern Pacific depot in 
Menlo Park is one of the more 
well known relics of Nabob days. 
Built in 1863, the original huild- 
ing was constructed as the area 
stop for a new railroad line which 
was to extend from San Francisco 
to San Jose. The Menlo Park 
depot served the population all 
the way to South Palo Alto, then 
Mayfield, the first terminus of 
the Southern Pacific. The follow- 
ing year, in 1864, the road was 
extended to San Jose. 

The first station house con- 
sisted of part of that which we 
see there today. The old build- 
ing still standing provided a 
general waiting room at the 
north end and a ladies waiting 
room at the southern end. In 
the center, with access to both 
rooms, was the station masters 

quarters and the ticket win- 
dows. 

The decor of the station interior 
was standard for the day. Hard 
wooden benches were provided 
for the waiting passengers, and 
in the ladies waiting room there 
was also a rest room, a luxury pro- 
vided only for them. The lady, 
however, was not restricted to this 
room; if so desired she could sit 
out her wait in the general wait- 
ing room with her male travel-

ing companion. 

Such an arrangements existed 
until just ovér a decade ago when 
in 1946 the south waiting room 
was done away with and incorpo- 


rated in the station master’s 
office. 

ADDITIONS 

Earlier, other additions had 


been made to the original depot. 
In 1917 a porch was added at the 
north end of the station, provid- 
ing the passengers with a shelter 
area outside on which to await the 
arrival of their train, since the 
number of passengers using the 
depot was augmented with the 
establishment of Camp Fremont. 
And the platform outside the sta- 
tion facing the tracks has been 
slowly added to through the years. 

At first an extension was made 
down to the depot’s utility shed, 
some 50 yards south of the main 
building; and in recent years has | 
been extended all the way along | 
the parking lot. 

The new station in 1863 serv- 
ed more than passengers going 
to either San Francisco of San 
Jose. It was the cause for in- 
dustrial and business expansion 
in the area, without which Men- 
lo Park might well have re- 


mained a rural residential area 
for some time longer. 


FIRST KINDERGARTEN in Menlo Park—and 
reportedly the first on the West Coast—was 
established in the early 1880’s and, as can be 
seen, it drew a lot of the areas’ youngsters. It

George Kelham, architect; who 
was the father of Bruce Kelham 
of Woodside, was engaged to de- 
sign the home.

best one for a “Grand Mansion” 


which would be built later. 
Kelham’s design was greatly 
successful with the Sharons who 
felt that it was “perfect'in a 
small way,” adequate to their 
way of living and yet small and | 
cozy. The house has 32 rooms. | 


Kelham used a new idea in those | 
days: the Sharon home was design-! 
ed to blend into and harmonize | 
with the surrounding landscape. | 
He pleased the Sharons and they) 
helped him with his career during | 
which he went on to become a pro- | 
minent designer of buildings in| 
San Francisco and New York. 

The Grand Mansion was eventu-| 
ally designed by Kelham, but it} 
was never built due to the early | 
death of Fred Sharon at the age |

The Sharons maintained a year | 
‘round suite at the Palace Hotel | 
and spent much time living during | 
the year'in the east or in Paris.

A description of the garden at| 
the Faxon Dean Atherton home, 
one of the earliest large estates 
in the area, reads as follows : 


“The house stood in a clearing 
of the middle woods about a half 
a mile from the entrance gates. 
There were fine lawns before it 
and the gardens were rich with 


trees; the only flowers indiginous 
to central California were sweet- 
briar, the golden poppy, blue 
bells, wood violets, ‘baby eyes,’ 
and yellow and purple lupins. 

“In Mr. Atherton’s garden were 
every variety of rose, fuchsia, 
mignonette, morning glory, helio- 
trope, orange trees, bridal wreath, 
lilac and syringa. 


TO CLEAN SILKS, RIBBONS
